Capt. McNamee expressed confidence that 
serious rioting weal be averted. He said 
sufficient police would be kept on duty to 
nip demonstrations in the bud.

At the Laclede Works it was said some 
men had gone to work. 

The Italians had a meeting Monday aft- 
ernoon on Dago Hill, after they had been 
dispersed by the police. Many inflamma- 
tory speeches were made in the Italian 
language. The Italians lack leadership, 
but stick together, and it is feared they 
may yet make serious trouble. 

A meeting of the strikers will be held 
Monday night at Michael's Hall, Man- 
chester and Pierce avenues, at which it is 
expected the Italians will join the Union.

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WERE OVERRUN. 


Apprentices Not Eligible and Hun- 
dreds of Small Boys Went Away 
Deeply Disappointed Over 
Their Failure. 


Walf a thousand men and boys struggled 
all Monday morning for.a chance to en- 
list in the navy They crowded the side- 
walk in front of the old Postoffice at Third 
and Olive street, filled the lower hall, 
strung themselves up the stairway and 
stood in a solid mass in the hallway on 
the third floor and in the two rooms open- 
ed as a recruiting station Monday morning. 

In the crowd were middle-aged men and 
12-year-old boys, but for the most part 
théy were husky, strapping fellowes rang- 
ing from 19 to 24 in age. They were of 
every degree socially, from raggers to 
rounders. *Some were well-dressed and 


some were shabby. But every one was de- 
termined to miss no-opportunity to get 
into Uncle Sam's navy. 

Lieut. J. F. Hines was in charge. He 
and Surgeon CC. G. Herndon and Boatswain 
A. R. Nickerson arrived from Cleveland 
early Monday morning. They are stopping 
at the Planters’. 

When they reached the old Postoffice, at 
o'clock, Lieut. Hines and Boatswain 

Nickerson found a big crowd waiting for 
them. They opened their office, two rooms 
at the extreme east end of the hall on 
the third floor, and the crowd, whicn, 
notwithstanding their plain clothes, had 
identified them, rushed in and took posses- 
sion. Lieut. Hines and the  pboatswain 
hastily selected a dozen of the most Hkely 
young fellows as the first to be examined. 

Lieut. Hines then tried to get rid of the 
mob that filled his office. He told them 
they were wasting time as he had all the 
men he wanted. The crowd paid no at- 
tention. 

He repeated his statement. The men onfly 
gaped at him, and showed no sign of mov- 
ing. A policeman had dropped in to see 
what was going on, and to him Lieut. Hines 
appealed. ' 

“Get out o’ here,” shouted the officer, but 
the crowd didn’t move. 

He began shoving them toward the door. 

After minutes he had cleared half the 
room, but a b'g bunch stood about just 
inside the .door. Some were sullen, and 
others guyed the “copper.” 

“TIT would advise you, sir, to telephone the 
chief for a squad,” said the officer to Lieut. 
Hines. The naval man was loath to resort 
to such extreme methods. He decided to 
try the effect of persuasion again. Plant- 
ing himself in front of the crowd, he made 
them a little speech. 

‘You fellows would just as well go home 
and come again to-morrow. We will not do 
business until this room is cleared. I have 
picked out all the men I want to examine 
to-day, and you are simply delaying mat- 
ters by staying here.”’ 

The speech was as futile as had been the 
officer’s exertions. The crowd s'mply looKed 
at the HMeutenant without stirring, 

It was nearly noon before the disappointed 
ones realized that the lieutenant meant 
what he said, and slowly melted away. 

While the crowd held possession, a 
Hordan arrived, puffing and perspiring 
from his struggle to get through the mass 
of men in the hall He saw the wa 
stood, and, after opening his mail, 
div back through the crowd in search of 
breakfast. JTdAeut. Hines had sent Boat- 
swain Nickerson uptown on an errand. 

“You see,”’ eaid the Lieutenant, “I will 
have no trouble getting all the men I! 
With such an abundance of material 
hand we will go slowly, picking the 
best. The idea has got abroad that we 
are to enlist apprentices and a lot of boye 
have applied. Two little chaps, In knicker- 
bockers, were here early, applying for en- 
listment. Of course, they are eligible. We 
are enlisting only landsmen, and nobody 
under 18, or over 25, need apply. Of course, 


‘we will tale any seamen that may apply, 


but we are not looking for them par- 
ticulary. 

“Three hundred landsamen are needed for 
the Hartford, and five recruiting stations 
are enlisting them. I expect to get § or 66 
in St. Louis. They should be enlisted be- 
fore June 3. and from the size of that 
crowd of applicants, I don’t think it will 
take that long. Applicants must be not 
less than 5 feet, 4 inches tall, and propor- 
tionately heavy. We can afford to be very 
careful in making enlistments."’ 

Only a few doors up the hall the officer 
who are recruiting for the army in the 
Philippines sat in deserted offices. They 
say business is picking up a little and ex- 
pect the grand rush to get into the navy 
to help them out, as a few of those who 
may be rejected by Lieut. Hines may con- 


clude to enlist fn the army.

GOT MANY CONCESSIONS WHILE 
IN WASHINGTON. 


TO IMPROVE THE SERVICE. 


Additional Carriers, New Sub-Stations 
and Other Improvements for the 
St. Louis Postoffice. 


Postmaster Baumhoff returned Monday 
from Washington, where he spent two 
weeks arranging for improvements in the 
St. Louis postal service. He is highly grat- 
ifled/at the result of his visit. 

‘The Washington authorities,” said Mr. 
Baumhoff, ‘‘recelved me very kindly, and 


showed me by the ropriations allowed 
us that they were willing to do everything 
possible for St. Louis. 

‘We will get 14 new letter carriers, and 
— mounted carriers for collection service. 

e shall add 30 letter boxes to those now 
in use, maki an increase of % per cent 
in that item alone. 

“Four new sub-stations will be estab- 
lished at the following points: Ninth street 
and Cass avenue, Ninth street and Franklin 
avenue, Vandeventer and Chouteau avenues 
and Taylor and Finney avenues. 

“How many extra clerks we will ot has 
not yet been determined. There will be & 
more accumulation boxes used for trans- 
ferring the mails to the street cars. 
street railway facilities will receive atten- 
tion later on. 

‘“The Government is very anxious to have 
the fast mail train on the Mobile & Ohio 
between St. Louis and the Seuth,. But 
this will depend in a large measure on the 
reilroad.”’ 

Mr. Baumhoff said President McKinley's 
order on civil service positions was not so 
eweepl as was at first supposed. He 
added that it would affect the &. Louts 
Postoffice little, if at all. 

‘‘The only position here,” he added, ‘that 
it removes from the cfvil service is that 
of Private Secretary to the Postmaster. The 
order does not extend to whe superintend- 
ents of the various departments.” 

President McKinley favored Mr. Baum- 
hoff with a brief audience. 

“The President,” said Mr. Baumhoff, ‘‘is 
in excellent health, and remarked that he 
could not feel better. Physically he has 
improved wonderfully since he was in 6t.

- Hans 
also later arrested Tom Lewton, the no- 
torious cattle rustier, and his pal, Harry 
Keys, in the Hole-in-the-Wall, With sev- 
eral government ‘horses which they had 
stolen from Fort McKinmmey. Keys was 
killed by a soldier in trying to meke his 
escape from prison later. 

Detective Hans’ knowledge of the country 
end his acquaintance with the modes and 
methods employed by the outlaws who 
make this region td rendezvous pecu- 
liarly fits him for spe®lal government duty 
in expeditions into that country, and he is 
frequently called upon to visit that detrict 
in search of criminals. It was only a few

WITH DIFFICULTY. 


Wcmen Hurl Volleys of Stones as the 
Cars Pass and the Police Are 
Forced to Use Clubs on Per- 
sons in the Mob. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 12.—After a quiet 
Sunday during which no attempt was made 
to run cars, the struggle between the 
Cleveland Electric Railway Company (Big 
Consolidated) and its striking employes, 
was renewed in lively fashion to-day. The 


company started the first car for down 
town from the Lakeview barns at 10 o'clock 
guarded by deputies and manned . by 
imported men. The crowds jeered and 
some missiles were thrown. The next two 
cars dashed from the barns across the 
raflroad cfroésing Without stopping. The 
city ordinarfce makes it compulsory for the 
conductor of the street car to leave the 
car and go forward to the railroad crossing 
and there signal the motorman to proceed, 
Two of the strikers were delegated to se- 
cure warrants for the crews of these cars 
and later both of the new motormen were 
arrested. 

The first car to leave Lakeview arrived at 
the’ square at 9 o’clock. A few hundred 
people were there waiting for it. The car 
was allowed to depart, however, without 
any demonstration, beyond hoots and jeers. 
The report that a car had passed spread 
like wildfire and when the second car, 
which arrived at 9:10, came along it was 
oteunee: Several thousand persons im- 
mediately packed around the car and a 
delegation of the strikers induced the 
motorman to leave it. He was given an 
ovation. While the strikers were talking 
with the motorman and conductor, stones 
and vegetables were thrown. Several men 
who were fh eympathy with the strikers 
endeavored to — the non-union men from 
the car. The police finally charged the 
crowd. 

The third car out of the barns was at- 
tempting to make the return trip east on 
the avenue. Thousands of people and in- 
numerable wagons blocked the thorough- 
fare and impeded the progress of the car. 
The trolley rope was cut several times and 
every few moments some one would re- 
lease the lever that controlled the fender 
and it would drop to the ground. 

The crowd would be beaten back for the 
time being but before the car had pro- 
ceeded fifteen feet its progress would be 
again impeded by the surging crowd. A 
number of the rioters were arrested and 
many in the mob were clubbed by the 
police. At the Nickel Plate crossing sev- 
eral woman hurled volleys of stones at 
the cars. At noon the cars were running 
at irregular intervals. 

The State Arbitration Commissioners met 
at 11 o’clock and a committee from the 
strikers was present and waited an hour 
in vain for the companys representatives to 
appear. The company has not announced 
that it will + yh arbitration, but it is given 
out unofficialiy that they will not be repre- 
sented before the commission.

Federal troops who are used to trailing | 
indians are needed to aid the State officers | 
in capturing there robbers, who have, per- | 
haps, one hundred allies in the almost im- 
passible gorges which for several years 
has been the headquarters of bandits, who 
fave fled from other States. 

The State, express and rallroad com- 
panies have offered an aggregate of $3000 
each for the heads of the members of the 
band. In a@dition to this head money, in 
the event of success, men who are arrang- 
ing for this chase will be armed and fed 
by the corporations and big cattle compan- 
les of this section during the time they are 
engaged. 

A gorge so narrow that two horses can 
not walk abreast is the one gateway to 
the ‘‘Hole-in-the-wall,”” where it is known 
the bandits have taken refuge. 

There are paths over the granite wall for , 
men, but not for beasts. Leading in from 
Montana there are two or three obscure 
routes that eventually enable one to reach } 
the rendezvous of the outlaws, but they 
are known to but few trailers and Indian 
fighters. 

Officers believe that among these ban- | 
dits will be found George Taylor of Milan, | 
Mo., who escaped from the Corrollton, Mo., | 
jail in April, 1896, while under sentence of | 
death for the murder of Gus Meeks, 
wife and two children’ on May 11, 1894. 

George Taylor's brother, William, was 
hanged for this crime on April 30, 1896. ; 
It is estimated that at least men on whose 
heads prices have been set and who are 
wanted in many States aré to be found 
hiding there. 

Fred M. Hans of the Missouri Valley Raii- 
way, knows the Hole-in-the-Wall country. 

For years Mr. Hans was employed as 
a government scout and guide in the geer- 
vice of Gen. Nelson Ae Miles, then Col. | 
Miles, Gen. Brooke and other army offi- | 
cers during the ndian wars of i876, 1877 | 
and 1878 Mr. Hans personally conducted | 
Gen. Phil Sheridan, Col. Miles and com- 
mand around and Into the Hole-in-the-Wall 
in 1876, and has made several important 
captures of notorious crooks, road agents 
and stage robbers in the “‘Bad Lands” in 
— immediate vicinity of the Hole-in-the- 
wall. 

Im 1879 Detective Hans trailed for weeks a 
desperate and notorious cutlaw known as 
“Shack-Nasty Jim,’ who robbed a stage 
coach. into the Hole-in-the-Wull, and sin- 
rlie-handed and alone captured him, deliv- 
ering ‘his prisoner to Col, Adams, of Fort 
McKinney. The same year Detective Hans 
apprehended two desperadoes, Jack Haw- 
kins and Bill Cole, after a lar posse had 
pursued them for miles, and finally gave 
up ‘the job as fruitiess after the fugfttives 
had entered the Hole-in-the-Wall. Hans 
also later arrested Tom Lawton, the no- 
torious cattle rustler, and his pal, Harry 
Keys, in the Hole-in-the-Wall, With sev- 
eral government ‘horses which they had 
stolen from Fort McKinney. Keys was 
killed by a soldier in trying to meke his 
escape from prison later. 

Detective Hans’ knowledge of the country 
end his acquaintance with the modes and 
methods employed by the outlaws who 
make this region ed rendezvous pecu- 
liarly fits him for spe@al government duty 
im expeditions into that country, and he is 
frequently called upon to visit that d@etrict 
in search of criminals. It was only a few 
weeks ago that Detective Hans was called 
upon by the Post Office D ritment to go 
to the Hole-in-the-Wall region in quest of 
two postoffice robbers who had robbed a 
Wyoming postoffice safe, and on May @ 
last he ianded his men, locati them in a 
secluded place in the $ Hole-in-the-Wall. 
Hans’ courage and peculiar, tanassuming 
methods win for him suceesrs where less 
daring men would not dare to venture. 


In speaking of the Union Pacific express 
train robbery and the ease with which the 
robbers gave the officers the hot foot and 
disappeared into the Bad Lands, Detec- 
tive Hans eatd: 

“From the scene of the robbers near Rock 
Creek to the entrance to the Hole-in-the- 
Wall near the Powder River, on the east 
side, it is about 160 miles. Once away from 
the region of the Medicine Bow mountains, 
the robbers undoubtedly struck the trail 
of the old Rock Creek and Fort Fetter- 
man stage road and went due north, hav- 
ing tn view the Hole-in-the-Wail as their 
ubjective point, where they would be safe 
from capture if they were provided with 
ample ammunition. 

“The trail is a cireultous one, winding 
areund rocky, craggy mountains and foot 
hills, across deep guiches and ravines, and 
at times over level country, and where, al- 
most any place, however, a man could hide 
from a thousand men in the sage brush. 

“Persons acquainted with the topography 
of the country can travel faster as they 
can avoid many almost !mpassabie barriers 
along the route by cL.tRg across the 
country, whereas a tenderfoot must travel 
along the beaten tette or take his chances 
of losing his bearings or being precipitat- 
ed down a thousand or more feet to the 
bottom of a precipice. 

“The Hole-in-the-Wall is so called be- 
cause it resembles a mammoth hole or de- 
ression in the earth. It is about 40 miles 
ong and B® miles wide. The sides of the 
Wall are from 1000 feet to 2H feet in 
height and in many places perpendicular. 
There is but one entrance to the Hole-in- 
the-Wall. and that at the east side, where 
the Powder river runs into the Hole dis- 
trict. The Hole-in-theWall is a fan-shaped 
tract containing several small streams, in- 
cluding the Powder river and Buffalo Fork, 
North Powder River and Red Pork; all 
trifutariea of the Powder River. The Crasy 
Woman's Pork. a branch of the Powder 
River. enters the Hole above the Powder 
River a short distance, and here one may 
enter the Hole but it Is a hagardous under- 
taking for man, as the rocky bluffs over- 
hang and project hundreds of feat from 


the ground. 


“Once in the Hole one feels well repaid 
for the effort in untlertaking the trip Rich, 
fertile soll, beautiful foliage plants and 
green foothills covered with trees present 
1 magnificent appearance.

THOUSANDS AID 
THE STRIKERS, 


Streets of Cleveland Blocked 
by Their Sympathizers. 


NEW MEN ARE ON THE CARS. 


THEY RUN IRREGULARLY AND 
WITH DIFFICULTY. 


Wcmen Hurl Volleys of Stones as the 
Cars Pass and the Police Are 
Forced to Use Clubs on Per- 
sons in the Mob. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 12.—After a quiet 
Sunday during which no attempt was made 
to run cars, the struggle between the 
Cleveland Electric Railway Company (Big 
Consolidated) and its striking employes, 
was renewed in lively fashion to-day. The 


company started the first car for down 
town from the Lakeview barns at 10 o'clock 
guarded by deputies and manned i by 
imported men. The crowds jeered and 
some missiles were thrown. The next two 
cars dashed from the barns across the 
raflroad cfoésing Without stopping. The 
city ordinarfce makes it compulsory for the 
conductor of the street car to leave the 
car and go forward to the railroad crossing 
and there signal the motorman to proceed, 
Two of the strikers were delegated to se- 
cure warrants for the crews of these cars 
and later both of the new motormen were 
arrested. 

The first car to leave Lakeview arrived at 
the’ square at 9 o’clock. A few hundred 
people were there waiting for it. The car 
was allowed to depart, however, without 
any demonstration, beyond hoots and jeers. 
The report that a car had passed spread 
like wildfire and when the second car, 
which arrived at 9:10, came along it was 
ateuees, Several thousand persons im- 
mediately packed around the car and a 
delegation of the strikers induced the 
motorman to leave it. He was given an 
ovation. While the strikers were talking 
with the motorman and conductor, stones 
and vegetables were thrown. Several men 
who were ih eympathy with the strikers 
endeavored to — the non-union men from 
the car. The police finally charged the 
crowd. rd 

The third car out of the barns was at- 
tempting to make the return trip east on 
the avenue. Thousands of people and in- 
numerable wagons blocked the thorough- 
fare and impeded the progress of the car. 
The trolley rope was cut several times and 
every few moments some one would re- 
lease the lever that controlled the fender 
and it would drop to’ the ground. 

The crowd would be beaten back for the 
time being but before the car had pro- 
ceeded fifteen feet its progress would be 
again impeded by the surging crowd. A 
number of the rioters were arrested and 
many in the mob were clubbed by the 
police. At the Nickel Plate crossing sev- 
eral woman hurled volleys of stones at 
the cars. At noon the cars were running 
at irregular intervals. 

The State Arbitration Commissioners met 
at 11 o’clock and a committee from the 
strikers was present and waited an hour 
in vain for the companys representatives to 
appear. The company has not announced 
that it will +, may arbitration, but it is given 
out unofficialiy that they will not be repre- 
sented before the commission.

In a recent decision quoted in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, it 
was unanimously held by the Indiana Supreme Court: “It is 
an old and familiar maxim that competition is the life of 
trade, and whatever act destroys competition, or even relaxes 
it, upon the part of those who sustain relations to the public, 
is regarded by the law as injurious to the public interests and 
is therefore to be deemed unlawful on the ground of public 
policy.”’ 

Applying this principle logically and fearlessly, the court 
goes on: “Where the facts disclose that a corporation has 
failed in the discharge of its corporate duties by uniting with 
others in carrying out an agreement the performance of which 
is detrimental or injurious to the public, it thereby may be 
said to offend against the law of its creation and consequently 
to forfeit its right longer to exercise its franchise,” and fur- 
ther: “the law will regard such act as incompatible with pub- 
lie policy without any proof of evil intent on the part of the 
actor, or actual injury to the public.”’ 

There is energy enough in this to support a most vigorous 
prosecution. When it is understood that a dissolution of cor- 
porate charters ig the penalty for unlawful contracts, trust 
combines will not be so numerous. 

The indiana court has pointed out the way. If prosecuting 
officers have the will the anti-trust-war need not be difficult. 
A concerted prusecution instituted in all the States will soon 
bring the matter to a head and make the country too hot for 
criminal combines. 


An income tax is not a tax on property which brings no 
returns and which is often a burden to the owner. One must 
have an income before it can be taxed. It gives him some- 
thing with which he can pay a tax. The justice of income tax- 
ation recommends it to fair-minded people everywhere, and it

TAXING FRANCHISES. 


Method Adopted by Several States for 
Ascertaining and Assessing 
Franchise Values. 

Mr. Robert H. Whittier, State Librarian 
at Albany, N. Y., makes the following 
statement based upon a digest of franchise 

tax laws he had prepared: 

The taxation of street railways is the princi- 
pal form of franchise taxation in other States, 
although in the States of Indiana, Illinois, Obio 
and Massachusetts the local assessors assess the 
tangible property of all kinds of corporations, and 
make returns of it to a board which resembles 
our State Board of Tax Commissioners. The usual 
way these State boards have in estimating the 
value of a franchise is to subtract the value of 


the tangible property. locally assessed, from a sum 
representing the market value of the capital stack. 
The State then collects the tax and apportions it 
to the localities, being governed in the case of a 
street railway by the length of the railway in 
each locality. In a good many of the States the 
laws provide for a taxation of both the real and 
the personal on eid of a corporation, which must 
include a franchise tax. In California the taxation 
laws specifically say that all property, including 
franchises, is taxable. In Illinois all real and 
personal property is subject to taxation, as is also 
the fair cash value of the stock of a corporation, 
including the franchises, over and above the as- 
sebsed value of the tangible property. 

The digest which I have issued shows that all 
kinds of franchises, besides street railway fran- 
chises, are intended to be taxed, according to the 
terms of the taxation laws, in the States of In- 
diana, Kansas, Maryland, Massachusetts, WNe- 
braska, North Dakota, Tennessee, Utah and West 
Virginia. 

The State, as in Ohio, may assess a tax of a 
definite percentage on the capital employed, 
whether that capital be shares or bonds; or we may 
have a plan, like that in use in Massachusetts 
Where the tax is asseseed on the excess value of 
the share capital over and above the value of the 
tangible property. This excess value, which rep- 
resents the value of the corporate franchise, is de- 


termined by.taking the market value of the stock, 
and deducting from it the valuation laid by the 
local assessors on the tangible property of the 
company, the difference being assumed to be the 
value of the right to carry on business—a right 
obtained from the State by the granting of the 
charter, and therefore rightly subject to a license 
fee or privilege tax. Some States make provision 
for taking a share in the profits of the conypany 
after a certain amount has been earned on the 
stock, and this is done by taxing dividends, the 
State considering that it ig justified in taking a 
portion of the surplus profit after allowing a fair 
return on the money invested. 

Many municipalities make charges for the fran- 
chise rights in the streets, and these charges take 
a great variety of forms. The most common, per- 
haps, is that of a tax on the gross receipts of the 
company, and this tax has the advantage of being 
flexible; that is, when the business oF the com- 
pany is good, and its receipts increase, the muni- 
cipality shares in the increase; when the company 
is new or business is poor, and the gross receipts 
small, the tax, of course, is small, and does pot 
act as an extraordipary burden. 

Kentucky has a franchise taxation law 
far more severe than the New York law, 
says the Literary Digest, and an extreme 
ease of its workings was carried to the 
United States Supreme Court; the court up- 
Held the constitutionality of the Kentucky 
law.

All day it had been hot and the air was 
stifing. Clouds came up from the south- 
west about 5 o’clock. First came a heavy 
rain. fotlowed by a heavy hail storm. 
Within a radius of 300 feet are the homes 
of Philip Burger, Joseph Bernhard, Pat- 
rick O'Neill, John Malloy and Mrs. Cora 
Hassel. Ihe Malloy family was just fin- 
ishing supper, when Dick, an elder son, 
looked out of the window and saw the fun- 
nel-shaped cloud approaching. He warned 
the others and ran to the home of Mrs. 
Hassel to take care of the woman asd her 
seven children. He took them to the cellar, 
and the Hassel house was blown away. 
He held a little boy by the legs, as the 
suction of the air was drawing him up. 

John Malloy, after having been in the 
cellar of his house for about five minutes, 
concluded it was only a waterspout, and 
the family went upstairs again. Just at 
that moment the ve ay Pemeene cloud 
struck the house, utterly demolishing it. 

The ‘Bernhard houge was demolished, but 
the family was in the cellar and came out 
unhurt. The same was true of the Burger 
home. 

A freight train was moving “ne to- 
ward Salix, when the conductor, J. N. 
Pollock, saw the cloud. He stopped his 
train, and it was untouched. He then ran 
the train to Salix, uncoupled his way car, 
and, taking the engint. carried the dead 
and injured sixteen miles to Sioux City. 

A- dispatch from Winona, Minn., says 
that terrific rains have fallen in that sec- 
tion of the Mississippi River, accompanied 
by severe electrical disturbances. Bridges

IRON WORKERS STRIKE 


IT WILL SPREAD UNLESS THE 
BOSSES YIELD. 


OTHER TRADES DISSATISFIED. 
Car Wheel Molders Will Make a De- 
mand for Higher Wages—Brew- 
ery Porters Are Grumbling. 


The strike of the architectural] iron work- 
ers presénted no new developments Monday. 
The strikers were assured at a meeting of 
the Central Trades and Labor Union at 
Walhalla Hall, Sunday afternoon, that the 


parent body approyed their demand, and 
would stand by them. 

It also developed at that meeting that the 
car-wheel molders are dissatisfied, and will 
make @ demand for higher wages next 
Thursday. They declare they will walk out 
- five days if they do not receive satisfac- 
tion. 

The architectural iron workers sent 4 
grevance committee to the bosses Monday, 
and much will depend upon its report Mon- 
day evening. If the bosses are defiant it 
is not unlikely that all allied trades will 
walk out in support of the architectural 
workers. 

The men are demanding an eight-hour day 
with the same scale of wages now in effect 
for a ten-howr day. Nearly 500 men are out, 
and the effect of the strike is already being 
_ in the construction of many big build- 
ngs. 

The action of the iron workers seems to 
have touched a match to the desires of 
many other classes of labor. In addition to 
the car-wheel molders, the brewery porters 
and freight handlers are dissatisfied on ac- 
count of 8 ay work, and are ‘talking 
strike. 

The firms affected by the iron-workers’ 
strike are the Koken, Union, Christopher, 
Globe, Aetna and Mesker Bros. 


TO BREAK BRADFORD'S WILL. 


Suit Against Boogher and Others Con- 
cluded on Trial at Clayton and 
Has Gone to the Jury. 


The trial of the suit against Jesse lL. 
Boogher and others to break the will of the 
late Charles H. Bradford, deceased, was 
concluded in the Circuit Court at Clayton 
Monday, and went to the jury.

He bequeathed $10,000 to other leg- 
atees, among whom were the defendants in 
the present suit, and the remainder of his 
fortune, amounting to nearly 3400,000, he 
left to the Methodist Orphan Home Associa- 
tion,

Judge Zachritz decided Monday that Er- | 
met Oberbeck and others, constituting the | 
Calvary Cemetery Association,, have no re- | N 


lief against the city which has decided to 
open a street through Talvary from Broad- 
way to Florissant avenue, to be known as 
Thrush avenue. 

The association relied upon two points for 
an injunction, restraining the city from 
opening the street: First, that the city, in 
the ordinance authorizing the association 


to establish a cemetery, provision had been 


made for a road from Bitner avenue to 
Florissant avenue and no other: second, 
that the cemetery was a public institution. 
and that fhe ground of on® public institu 
tion could not be condemned for another. 

Judge Zachirty held, however. that no 
legislative assembly—state or municipal— 
has power to bind its successors by any 14Ww 
or ordiannce and that the provisions of the 


ordinance authorizing the cemetery for only | 


one road could not be held binding where 
another might be de -emed necessary. In 
connection with the second defense, ‘Judge 
Zachritz held that Calvary Cemetery was 
not a public institution because only Catho- 
lics and members of Catholic families might 
be buried there and only services, strictly 
in accord 
religion might be held. He held that such 
an institution, while really necessary in St. 
Louis, where there were so many Catholics. 
was a private institution to all intents and 
purposes. 


WR, BABCOCK GOT DAMAGES. 


Exchange Must Pay Him $20 and 
Meet the Costs of the Suit—But 
He Has No Membership. 


Austin E. Babcock was awarded $20 dam- 
ages Monday by Judge Wood, against the 
Merchant’s Exchange for the forfeiture of 
a membership certificate which he had pur- 


chased from Charles Rausch. 

Babcock bought the certificate from 
Rausch in 1893 and continued to use it un- 
til Dec. 18, 1866, whem he presented his dues 
for the year and demanded a receipt. Sec- 
retary Morgan gave him aéeée “receipt in 
Rausoh’s name, which was the name in 
which the certificate was held. Babcock 
objected and refused to take the receipt, 
insisting on betng given one in his own 
name. Secretary Morgan returned his

Judge Wood held, flowever, that the cer- 
tiflecate purchased from Rausch did not en- 
title him to a membership and that he was 
entitled to recover the value of his certi- 
ficate, which was $20.
